THE DAMAGE

Hotel to Railroad street was damnqec 
to a gieater 01 less extent, but the show 
windows at Staunton's saddlery am 
shoe store, Dr Hanson s diut» store, A 
Khenhuns's variety store, Jackson's 
restaurant, the PoHtoffine, Oox s saloon 
Bulk's meat market, Oppenhein's, La 
Fountaine's restaurant, Barn's and Fel 
lows' saloons Delbanco's banU and th 
Court House suffered most 
The bos 


house lamps weie shaken down am 
bioken, and in the Silver State office I 
adjourning, a lot of type was pied and 
a glass cabinet broken 
The windows 


in both the uppei and lower stories of 
the Court House weie bioken, and the 
jury, which wus out in the Marzen case 
thought the building was about to fall 
upon them 
The plastering on several 


buildings was shaken from the walls, 
nnd in some houses canary buds weie 
killed by the shock 
Had the explosion 


occurred in the evening when lamoa and 
gas lights were burning, a conflagration 
would doubtless have resulted from the 
bieaking of lamps and personal iiajunes 
fiom the flying glass. 


TFE CADSB OF THE BXPLOSION. 


There aie various theories as to the 


cause of the explosion 
Mauv am of 


the opinion that the magazine was fired 
by au inoendiaiy, and Sheriff Tellows 
authorizes the Silver bttue to offei a 
reward of $500 for the auest nnd con- 
viction of the ptison or persons who 
fired the powder house 01 half that 
amount foi information that mny loud 
to that lesuit 
Otbeis think that gas 


geneiated in the powdei house, which 
was tightly closed, caused the explosion, 
while more hold to the opinion thut 
black aud giant powder, stored together 
for any length of time, will eventual I v 
result in an explosion. \Vhatevei the 
cause waa this morning's expenence 
demonstrates the dangei of storuig con 
siderable quantities of powder in 01 
near town 
Fortunately in this in- 


stance no lives were lost, and the dam- 
age to pioperty, though consideiable, is 
not as great as it certainly would have 
been had the explosion ocouned in the 
evening 


The authorities will, doubtless, thoi 


oughly in\estimate the matter, and, if 
possible, asceitaiu the cause of the ex- 
plosion.

Report «t Surveyor Uenernl Ponu- 


l»iK on It* Condition »u«l JPros- 


la his ansual report for the fiscal 


year ending June 30th, 1886, to Hou. 
"Wm. A. J. Sparks, Commissioner of the 
General Land Office, TJ. B. Surveyor 
General Pawning says of the condition 
and outlook of Nevada: 


The condition of the State baa not 


materially changed since my last annual 
report, but what change is apparent is 
for the better, and I firmly believe Ne- 
Tada has seen its darkest days. The 
mining outlook is full of encouragement, 
and the most experienced of our mining 
men have great faith that there will 
soon be another boom in Nevada mines. 
Within the past few days ore has been 
found on the 3,200 foot level of the 
Ohollar miuo, Virginia City. The very 
fact that a development has been made 
at sticb a great depth inspires renewed 
confidence m the belief that there is no. 
immense ore body in some one of tho 
mines in the middle group of the grand 
old ComstooK lode, and that all that is 
required to demonstrate it is a combined 
and vigorous prosecution of the work 
now in progress, 
The old lode is doing 


•wall, iii it is. The daily output of ore 
averages one thousand tons, and al- 
though it does not contain as much of 
the precious metals as in the so-culled 
bonanza days, it. irf the cause of giving 
employment to thousands of persons. 
The payrolls of thu mines and mills ag- 
gregate nearly $250,000 per month, or 
three miliioux of dollars per annum.

The 
bullion output of the State for the past 
year attained the respectable sum of ten 
millions. The Paradise mine, in Hum- 
boldt county, has mads a remarkable 
showio" of late, paying dividends with 
regularity, 
and recent developments 


stamp it one of the best outside proper- 
lies in the State. 
There is a great deiil 


of mining going on in Elko, Humboldt, 
Lincoln, White Pine, Eureka, Lander, 
Churchill, Nye, Eatneralclu, Douglas, 
Lyon and Washoe, any reports from 
these sections indicate that Nevada will 
soon come to the front as the best min- 
ing State in the Union. In addition to 
the favorable prospects frem the mines 
now being worked, the hope of the fu- 
ture springs from the certainty of tho 
establishment of reduction works at 
Ueno, which are expected to be in oper- 
-tion within the next BIX months, and 
which will not only save to the State the 
shipments now being made to San 
Francisco, Salt Lake and Denver, but 
will enable our prospectors to develop 
properties now idle, because, of cost of 
transportation, etc., to places where the 
ore can be reduced. Just as soon as re- 
duction works are in full blast, and the 
miner can have a market for his ore, as 
the farmer has for his hay or wheat or 
potatoes, the State will progress at an 
astonishing lively rate, and will surprise 
the woild with her production of the 
precious metals. That day is very near 
at hnud. The cattle interest continues 
to be prosperous and profitable. It has 
become next to miaitig, the mainstay of 
the State. The capital invested is fully 
fifteen millions of dollars. There were 
Shipped last year 60,000 head, of the 
Talue of over two millions of dollars. 
There is no spot on the face of the 
globe better adapted to stockraisiug par- 
poses than the beit of country in Nevada 
nortk of the Central Pacific Railroad. 
Nevada beef is not surpassed anywhere 
Sheep husbandry has been industriously 
followed by those who are engaged in it, 
and with satisfactory results. Various 
other, but minor, industries have been 
reasonably profitable during the past 
veur. Our farmers have been favored 
with good crops and are happy and con- 
tented. Each year sees a larger area 
placed 
under cultivation, especially 


where it is possible to get water to irri- 
gate the lands. There are many thou- 
sands of acres of laud that would prove 
as productive as mortal could wish il 
water could be carried onto them, and 
some day, it is to be most devoutly 
hoped, that the General Government or 
the State, will devise some plan whereby 
the natural waterways of the State cau 
be improved and reservoirs constructed, 
to husband the valuable drops, artesian 
wella sunk to find the subterranean pas- 
sages from which will flow that which 
•will make the desert blossom as the 
rose, or vast canals dug to carry from 
place to place the precious water now 
going to waste. Meantime the people 
of Nevada enjoy good health, have goot 
schools and churches, intelligent and re 
fined society, and would not exchange 
places with any other Eet of human be 
ings in what some say are more favorec 
localities.

EXTRADITION TUEATY. 


Document Which Will Cb«cl( ttae 


Travel to Canada. 


Craveruor West at UJtittt Issues a 


Proclamation. 


WASHINGTON, July 
17th.—Extreme 


eticence is maintained at the Depart- 
ment of State in regard to the new ei- 
radition tieaty between the 
United 


States and Great Britain, and a close 
nquiry fails to extract much informa- 
ion on the subject from that source. 
All the details of the tieaty, however, 
ire well known in diplomatic circles 
lore, and ore freely discussed. 
The 


teaty was signed at London on June 
25th by Lord Eosebery for the govern- 
ment of Great Britain and by Mr. 
Phelps, representing the government of 
he United States. It amends the treaty 
of 1842 specifying the crimes for which 
extradition can be demanded. The ne- 


oliations between the two governments 


with this object in view have been in 
progress for nine years. The offenses 
o which the new treaty will apply are 
embezzlement or larceny above the sum 
of fifty dollars; burglary, malicious in- 
uries to property, endangering the life 
of any person, where such facts are a 
crime by the law of either the United 
States or Great Britain, and man- 
slaughter. It is provided that there 
shall be no extradition for offenses of a 
political character only. No convicted 
'ugitive criminal shall be surrendered 
unless a copy of the court record and 
sentence shall be produced, and his 
identity thoroughly established. 
The 


treaty is to go into effect within ten 
days after ratification, and can be ter 
ruinated at the pleasure of either of the 
contracting parties. 
The treaty was 


sent to the Senate some ten days since, 
but has not yet come up for action in 
that body. It is thought there will be 
no delay in its ratification.

horn stock brings a larger profit than 
any other: 


ED. KEGIWEB:—I winh to mention in 


your columns a few plain, common 
sense facts regarding the improvement 
of cattle. There is a general feeling 
among farmers and stockmen that to 
pay more than $50 for a sira is the pre- 
lude to financial ruia. They go on sup- 
plying three-year-old beef Starrs to th» 
butchers that weigh 500 pounds, andi<re 
elated if a few reach 550 pounds, and fail1 
to see that by the expeudituie of $200 
to $300 lor a sire that is puruly bred, and, 
worth something to their hurds, thut 
they could sell two-year-olds as heavy as 
their three-year-olds now average, sav-1 
my a year iu time and the cost of keep- 
ing and all attendant risks for a year. 
I recently sold thirty beef steers, nil 
three years old but six, which were four 
years old. 
Among them was a one-half 


Shorthorn steer, three years old, and in 
no way superior to the avenge bnit- 
breed steer, that weighed alive, after 
driving twenty-six milos in one day, 
1,284 pounds. The other 29 made un 
average live weight of 1,049 ponuds, and 
dressed only 50 per cent, of live weight, 
or 524 pounds, while the grade Short- 
hoin dressed 730 pouuds, or 57 per cent, 
of live weight. He dressed 80 pouuds 
more than the best four-year-old, and 
206 pounds more than the other 29 head 
averaged. This steer ranged in the 
mountains with the others and fed with 
them, showing his contempt for the 
stale and false notion that Shorthorns 
cannot rustle for a living, and proving 
their ability to outgrow other animals 
under equal conditions. All this is 
simply tue result of uiing a pure Short- 
aorn sire. Thib steer did not cost me 
any more thun the others, and on the 
butcher's block brought me over $15 
uaore than they did. 
Now, I should like 


to ask such of your readers who think 
they cannot afford to buy thoroughbred 
sires, how many half-breed Shorthorn 
steers it will take to pay for even a $500 
bull, out of the extra pounds of meat 
tuey will dress over and above the ani- 
mals they are now raising? The first 40 
steers raised will cover the price. When 
there are 40 steers there "ill be 40 heif- 
ers that will be worth $25 a head more 
lhau their mothers as u foundation for 
further improvements. To all intents 
the sire is half Che herd in determining 
the force for good or evil within it. No 
breeder of cuttle can afford to us a com- 
mon sire. To do so is a bad type of 
economy—a penny wise and pound tool- 
isu practice. The man who does not 
improve his stock will get left. Breed 
from the bust forever, which is the only 
road to success.'
